BEER, WINE, AND SPIRITS 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA 1962-63 
SCOPE This bulletin gives details for South Australia of the commercial 


production and distribution of wine and spirits, the stocks of wine 

and spirits held by manufacturers and wholesalers, and the consumption 
of beer and spirits. Details of beer production in South Australia are not available 
for publication, and wine consumption is calculated only for Australia as a whole. 


PRODUCTION The quantity of wine made in South Australia in 1962-63 was 20,784,800 
OF \/INE gallons, about 33 per cent less than in 1961-62 (30,830,800 gallons). 
AND SPIRITS Production of spirits also decreased - 1,496,800 proof gallons of wine- 


fortifying spirits compared with 2,948,600 proof gallons in 1961-62 
994,400 proof gallons of brandy (1,042,600 proof gallons in 1961-62), 
and 95,200 proof gallons of whisky (138,200 proof gallons in 1961-62). 


Wineries and distilleries processed 111,019 tons of fresh grapes 
in 1962-63 compared with 172,009 tons processed in 1961-62. 


«wHOLESALE dholesale sales of wine to retailers increased from 2,204,900 gallons 
SALES TO in 1961-62 to 2,310,800 gallons in 1962-63. Sales of dry sherry in- 
RETAILERS creased by 18,100 gallons to 119,500 gallons, but sales of sweet sherry 


decreased by 4,700 gallons to 656,500 gallons. Sales of dessert wines 
were less than in 1961-62, a decrease of 30,200 gallons in sweet white 
varieties more than offsetting an increase of 20,400 in sweet red wines. 


Table wine sales again increased - for dry white wines they were 
30,100 gallons greater. Owing to a revision in the classification of wine types some 
sales recorded in 1962-63 under "table wines -— other" may have been classified to 
other than "table wines" in earlier years. 


Brandy sales increased from 126,700 proof gallons in 1961-62 to 
136,900 proof gallons in 1962-63. 


The figures above include sales to interstate retailers and consumers 
but exclude purchases by South Australian retailers and consumers from other States 
and therefore cannot be taken as an indication of actual consumption in South 
Australia. 


EXPORTS, Less wine was exported from South Australia in 1962-63 (7,905,600 
gallons) than in 1961-62 (7,963,000 gallons). Direct oversea exports 
decreased from 1,567,700 gallons to 1,515,600 gallons and interstate 

exports from 6,395,300 gallons to 6,390,000 gallons. 


Direct oversea exports of brandy increased fron 95,700 proof gallons 
in 1961-62 to 99,100 proof gallons in 1962-63. 


STOCKS wine stocks held by winemakers totalled 27,796,000 gallons at 30th 
June 1963. This was 2,433,200 gallons less than at 30th June 1962, 
when 30,229,200 gallons were held after the record vintage of that 

year. Distillation wine stocks were reduced by 543,900 gallons, sherry by 849,300 

gallons, dessert wines by 791,500 gallons, and table wines by 333,100 gallons. 
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CONSUMPTION Estimated consumption of beer ver head of population in South 
Australia increased from 17.71 gallons in 1961-62 to 18.08 gallons 
in 1962-63. The estimated total consumption of beer was 18,060,000 
gallons compared with 17,355,000 gallons in 1961-62. Estimated spirits consumption 
was also slightly greater at 0.35 proof gallons per head of population compared with 
0.34 proof gallons in 1961-62. “sine consumption figures for South Australia are not 
available, but the estimated Australian consumption per head of population increased 
from 1.12 gallons in 1960-61 to 1.13 gallons in 1961-62, the latest year for which 
a figure is available. 


RETAIL SALES The value of retail sales of beer, wine, and spirits, amounted to 
24.7 million for the year ended 30th June 1962, an increase of £1.14 
million over sales for the previous year.
